THE RIVALS. 



The merchants of England and Ame- 
rica are the greatest cotton traders in 
the world ; they supply its people with 
cotton cloth and they are rivals for 
fame as traders in every market where 
it is sold. A special correspondent of 
the London Times supplies that journal 
with extraordinary evidence in support 
of his clearly expressed opinion — that 
the near future of our cotton trade 
gives occasion for much anxious con- 
cern, but in the distant future thero is 
abundant hope. He says : "For a good 
many years tho English cotton industry 
has ceased. to manifest the vitality and 
expansive power that onco astonished 
the world. Thirty per cent, of our 
machinery is standing idle. Enormous 
stocks of goods aro held at homo and 
abroad ; and prices have fallen so low 
that producers aro unablo to get back 
their outlays incurred in manufactur- 
ing." He believes tho surplus supply 
of cotton is produced by tho pushing, 
restless, inventive American. It is 
evident tho great rival traders are face 
to face in the market and the young 
man who succeeded in selling hams 
and nutmegs .made of wood may 
live to ruin his own grandfather. 
The special is a keen observer. He has 
produced statistics, and he proves that 
labor in America employed in tho cot- 
ton trade costs twenty per cent, more 
than labor in England ; that most of the 
American mills are turned by water, 
which costs nothing; the English mill 
owners have to pay for coal and thus 
the advantage of cheap labor dis- 
appears. But in England the increase 
of production duo to improved methods 
is only*. twenty -three per cent., while in 
Massachusetts it is a hundred per cent. 
The 'special' believes that education 
aids young America. In Boston, with 
a population of §1,652,000, tho 
public libraries circulate eight million 
volumes annually, five to each 
of the population. In a Scotch manu- 
facturing town of 110,000 "whose in- 
tellectual condition is as advanced as 
that of any similar community in Eng- 
land" the annual circulation is only 
151,000 volumes, one to each of the 
population. Of native born Americans 
who work in American factories ih per 
cent, are unable to read and write, but 
20 per cent, of the foreigners are il- 
literate. Of the women who were mar- 
ried in Lancashire in 1870 more than 
one-half were unable to sign the regis- 
ter! It is certain that schools will in- 
crease rapidly in England. Old John 
Bull will not permit his young rival to 
get too far ahead. Tho statistics aro 
not published in detail, but they prove 
that if the cotton machinery of the 
world were doubled it would not pro- 
duce a sufficient supply of power-loom 
cloth; and yet "the near future gives oc- 
casion for much concern." Tho cor- 
respondent recommends "a wise and 
sustained national effort to open up 
new outlets." It is quite possible that 
John Bull will bo seen in a year or 
two taking possession of Africa and 
covering it with railroads so that ho 
can enjoy the pleasure of clothing the 
naked barbarians of that continent 
with good warm cotton dresses. He 
is a benevolent old gentleman, and he 
will not permit the smart Yankee 
trader to push him out of the market 
where he has been for centuries a use- 
ful public servant.

One writes ask- 
ing tho whereabouts of bis mother, who 
lives in Australia; a woman wants help 
in seeking her husband; another wants a 
purchaser for a pig; another wants a 
particular kind of mustard seed that 
grows only in a certain locality; while 
many applications aro even more 
absurd. The English Postal Depart- 
ment controls the telegraphing in that 
country; and during the year it deliv 
ered upwards of 250,000,000 words of 
news to clubs, papers, and news rooms.

CURIOSITIES OF THE POST- 
OFFICE. 



The report of the British Postmaster- 
General, lately issued, contains more 
interesting reading than many other 
Blue Books. He gives plenty of sug- 
gestive statistics, but he gives other 
matter of a more readable nature. For 
example, we get an idea of the exten- 
sive correspondence of the British peo- 
ple when we aro told that during the 
year ending March 31, 1878, the num- 
ber of letters posted for the United 
Kingdom was 1,057,732,300; post- 
cards, 102,237,300; newspapers, circu- 
lars, etc., 317,85S,G00. The careless- 
ness of correspondents is shown in the 
fact that 28,500 letters were posted 
without any address, of which 757 
contained cash, cheques, etc., to the 
value of £9,303 'Is 4d; or over $46,- 
000. No less than 52,856 postnge 
stamps were found loose in the differ- 
ent letter receptacles, having evidently 
been insecurely affixed, while 512,525 
miscellaneous articles reached the Re- 
turned Letter Office without covers or 
addresses, the great majority of these 
cases being clue to the use of flimsy 
and unsuitable covers. The post office 
is used as a means of transmitting a 
great variety of articles. The follow- 
ing, amongst others, were observed by 
the officials during tho year: A ' dor- 
mouse, four white mice, two goldfinches, 
a lizard, and a blind worm, all alive; 
cutlery, medicine, varnish, ointments, 
perfumery, articles of dress, a stoat, a 
squirrel, fish, leeches, frogs, beetles, 
caterpillars and vegetables, l»iauy ' of 
these, being prohibited articles, were 
set to the returned letter ofliie. A 
snake, about a yard in length, which 
had been coinmitted to tho post for 
transmission in a box, was observed to 
be at largo on the floor of one of the 
night mail sorting carriages on the 
London &. North- Western Railway. 
After a good deal of confusion and in- 
terruption to the work, it was killed. 
A small box which reached jibe return-' 
ed letter office in Liverpool was found, 
on being opened, to contain eight liv- 
ing Bnakes. A cheque for £9 15s. was 
found loose in a pillar letter-box in 
Birmingham, but the owner, who was 
.traced through the bank, was unable 
to explain in any way how it had got 
out of his possession. In one case two 
sovereigns were found within the folds 
of a newspaper, addressed to a person 
in Ireland, yet there was no writing 
upoc, the paper to show why or by 



A Bill to amend the practice and 
procedure of the Supreme Court has 
been. introduced by Mr. "Walkem in 
tho Local Legislature. It may have 
been copied from the English statutes, 
and wo may be informed to-morrow 
that it is therefore a good Bill. But 
the law or tho custom that suit peo- 
plo in England may not suit us at all. 
Tho 25th clause of the new Bill pro 
poses to give the Lieut.-Governor in 
Council a certain power that ho should 
not possess. Let us gi ve an illustration: 
Suppose our local Solons to make a 
law that would be unjust and danger- 
ous to our liberty (just such a law as 
that which was intended for us in tho 
Bill authorizing a polico officer to ar 
rest, tine and imprison a person with- 
out a trial) Suppose a person so im 
prisoned appealed to the Supreme 
Court J udge, and that he ordered the 
immediate release of the man and de- 
clared the law unconstitutional, he 
(tho Judge) might be ordered by tho 
Attorney-General, under the provisions 
of this Bill, to be off tho next day to 
hold a Court at Cassiar or Kootenay just 
to reward him for the justice he pre 
sumed to give the unfortunate man 
that was condemned without a trial. 
Again, by another clauso of the Bill 
power is given the Governor in Coun 
cil to prepare rules of court from 
time to time, and that power might bo 
used to the detriment of a suitor who 
was inimical to the Government. The 
power proposed to be vested in the 
Attorney General by this Bill would not 
influence either of the Judges; but they 
ought not to be placed within the reach 
of its influence. The people of this 
Province feel that the Judges of the 
Supreme Court are the best security 
they havo for the impartial administra- 
tion of justice, and they will not thank 
the Government for this attempt to 
place itself in the position of dictator, 
"The Lieutenant-Governor in Council" 
is a phrase that means the Government. 
We hope the representatives of the 
people will display their good sense 
when this measure is introduced and say 
that they will not sanction the passing 
of a Bill that is calculated to interfere 
seriously with the Judges of tho 
Supreme Court. 

THE CHINESE. 



On Wednesday in the Local Legislature 
tho Attorney-General moved "that a 
Select Committee be appointed to con- 
sider tho Chinese question and recom- 
mend bucIi a law as would exclude them 
from tho Province." The Leader of the 
Opposition thought it very. amusing to 
see ministers transferring their duties 
to a Select Committee. He did not 
believe the Attorney-General was sin- 
cere. Ho must have known that tho 
Bill of hist year was only a delusion. 
They handled the hon. gentleman with- 
out gloves and he acknowledged that he 
had no objection to make to the de- 
cision of the learned judge who de- 
clared tho bill unconstitutional, thus 
acknowledging that at the time ho 
prepared the Bill he knew it to bo 
worthless. Either that, or he has add- 
ed something to his store of legal know- 
ledge since the last session. We hope 
the Government are disposed to pro- 
duce such a bill as will meet the, ap- 
proval of the Dominion Government. 
Anything like injustice will not be tol- 
erated. A modorate measure that will 
recommend itself is -necessary and de- 
sirable; hut we fear that the craving 
for popularity and the well-known wish 
of one hon. member of the Government 
to appear as the ultra defender of ex- 
treme views will delay the passing of a 
useful measure. A reference to our re- 
port of proceedings in the House will 
interest our readers and wo shall wait 
with impatience to hear the result of 
deliberation in Committee. Messrs. 
McIlmoyle, Williams, McGillivray, 
Drummond and Evans are appointed 
to discharge a duty that ought to be 
discharged by tho Ministers themselves.

Canadian Live Stock Trade. — Mr. 
Dyke, tho Canadian Government agent at 
Liverpool, reports that 1,243 horses, 32,- 
11C head of fat cattle, 02,401 sheep, and 
1,708 pigs have been exported from Can- 
ada to Great Britain via Canada and 
United States ports, during tho year 1878. 
Tho importations in 1877 were 0,412 cat- 
tle, 0,825 sheep, 373 pigs, and 208 horses, 
and in 1870, 2,707 cattle, 2,007 sheep, 
and 352 horses. It was anticipated that 
a larger number of Canadian sheep would 
bo shipped to Great Britain last year, as 
in 1877 150,573 wero exported from tho 
province of Ontario alone to the United 
States, where they wero subjected to a 
duty of 20 per cent, ad valorem.

It is stated that there is one English- 
man, or rather Irishman, in tho service 
of the Shoro Ali, and that probably 
there aro others ; but tho only indivi- 
dual about whom there seems to be 
any certainty is a Mr, O'Donnell, an 
ox-private in the Royal Irish Fusiliers. 
He is not, however, tho first Irishman 
who has taken service with tho Af- 
ghans. When Sir A. Burnes' mission 
was on its way to Cabul in Soptember, 
1S37, it was received with military ho- 
nors at Ali Musjid by tho command- 
ant, "an ill-conditioned, dissipated- 
looking Englishman, slipshod, turban- 
ed, and robed in a sort of Afghan dis- 
habile, having more the look of a dissi- 
pated priest than a military man." This 
worthy called himself Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel Rattray (a name more Irish than 
English), and received the mission at 
tho head of his column, as ho called it, 
inline. Tho men miv?9 a fair enough 
show, ali things considered, in that po- 
sition, but the show took a ludicrous 
turn when ho began to maneouvre thorn. 
Having hopelessly clubbed them and 
despairing of getting thorn into order, 
Rattray gavo the word to break off, 
and immediately commenced laying 
about him with a shillelah, but event- 
ually overpowered by numbers was 
compelled to desist. In tho evoning 
he waited on Burnes for orders, and 
tried to borrow five hundred rupees 
for tho expenses of his march to Cabul, 
tendering as security an order on his 
regimental paymaster at Cabul. Fail- 
ing in this, he ingeniously free-quarter- 
ed his men on tho mission, telling oft' a 
captain's here, a subaltern's there, and 
so on, which resulted in all provisions 
ordered by Dost Mohammed for tho 
mission being gobbled up by this rag- 
ged and famishing crew. In the course 
of his edifying conversations with the 
officers of the mission ho took occasion 
to point out to Burnes an error in his 
book, assuring him that "although forty 
bottles of wines might formerly havo 
been procured in Cabul for a rupee, 
nothing liko that could now bo obtain- 
ed," — a point on which he was probably 
well qualified to give an authoritative 
correction.

Leo XIII on Tin: "Evils of So- 
ciety." — The full text of the allocu- 
tion delivered by His Holiness Popo 
Leo XIII and addressed to the mem- 
bers of the Sacred Collego of Cardinals 
on Christmas Eve, is being officially 
forwarded to their Eminences. After 
some allusions to tho religious aspect 
of Christmas, His Holiness refers at 
length to the present condition of civi- 
lized society, and says: — "Whenever in 
former times society has, through its 
own faults, permitted itself to fall 
from the dignity it had attained into 
misery and depravity, tho Church has 
saved it by the supernatural power of 
tho Redeemer. The present age, in 
which all truth is full of tribulation, 
possesses no other means of escaping 
those evils than by returning to Christ 
and to make peace with the Church. 
The spirit of pride and so-called inde- 
pendence which now troubles society 
and overthrows social order, gives no 
sign of safety except in submission and 
Christian obedience. No more salu- 
tary remedy for the unquenchable lust 
of gold and torrestrial pleasure can be 
found than the temperate, self-abnega- 
tion, and self-sacrifice of the faith- 
ful Christian. Real peace can only 
bo given to society by the exten- 
sion of a purely Christian spirit — for 
real peace is based on order, and cannot 
be found in tho man whose senses aro 
not fully subject to reason and whose 
reason is not • submissive to the Al- 
mighty. It cannot be found in society 
if the authority and the laws which 
rule society are not entirely in conson- 
ance with the unchangeable principles 
of truth and justice, of which the 
Church is tho guardian. Knowing 
that it has been left open to the na- 
tions to be redeemed and that by the 
Intinito Wisdom objects are often at- 
tained by hidden and unexpected 
methods, we have no doubt that even 
now the world will bo again pacified 
and rehabilitated by the power of tho 
church, and that the rain to the vorgo 
of which it has been brought will tend 
to make its security greater and tho 
triumph of the church all tho more 
glorious." 

Scotch Simplicity. — London Truth 
relates the following as an amusing in- 
stance of Scotch simplicity. "An old 
'wine' having heard whispers that the 
Caledonia was shaky, thought she 
would be on the safe side, went to tho 
bank and presented her check for her 
balance. The cashier cashed it in Cale- 
donian bank notes, which the canny 
old woman pocketed, and walking over 
to the National Bank asked them to 
exchange these for their own notes, 
which having obtained, she went back 
again to her own bank and handing 
them over to the teller, said : 'There, 
that's the richt paper.

London, England, Jan. 21, 1879. 
Thrift is not uncongenial to the 
British character. Indeed, it is often 
carried to oxcess and caution degene- 
rates into avarice. In no country, per- 
haps, have thero been more misers — 
men subsisting on tho hardest faro so 
as to bo onabled to amass considerable 
sums of money, desire increasing with 
the augmentation of them. A strange 
discovery has lately been mado in the 
neighborhood of London, where a maid- 
en lady of very penurious habits had 
lived for many years. She was reputed 
to be wealthy, but no one could really 
tell of what her wealth consisted, or 
tho extent of it. Some people declared 
that she possessed a million in the 
Funds; others believed that ono-half of 
ono of the leading metropolitan through- 
fares belonged to her; some said she 
speculated largely, and always with 
success, on tho Stock Exchange. When 
she died tho heirs to what proporty the 
old lady really possessed arc unknown. 
In the usual course tho premises she 
had for many years occupied passed 
into other hands, and whilst a few 
necessary alterations were being made, 
tho workmen came across a very strange 
trouvaille. Behind the wainscot was 
found an old stocking, much tho worse 
for wear, and of by no means a tempt- 
ing appcaranco. Any ordinary burg- 
lar would have passed it by with con- 
tempt. None tho loss wore its con- 
tents, like tho proverbial jowel in the 
toad's head, rare beyond all that their 
envirouago suggested. In tho extre- 
mity of tho too of this extemporised 
purse lay some five hundred sovreigns 
and twenty-three spado guineas, which, 
most curious of all, wero wrapped up 
in an old parchment that turned out 
to be the titlo deed to the fee simple of 
some valuable freehold property. The 
eccentricities of misers are in many 
cases attributable to the difficulties ex- 
perienced in earning money. Its pos- 
scsors having found it hard to obtain, 
were very carefully in its expenditure, 
and dreading tho occurrence of penury, 
saved and saved, until their vory thrift- 
inoss became a vice. Daniel Dancer 
slept upon a mattross with which ho 
had stuffed his wealth, and ho patched 
it with rags gathered from the roadside. 
Of another miser, John Elwcs, I am 
told that ho got together a vast fortune, 
not by hoarding merely, but by saving 
and investing. Owning large estates, 
he allowed them to grow, expending 
nothing on their improvements, but 
putting the rents out into other and 
equally tangible securities. Ho en- 
couraged no art, advanced no science, 
worked no material improvement on 
his estates or country, diffused no bless- 
ings around him, bestowed no bone" 
volenco upon tho poor and needy, and 
showed few signs of parental care and 
affection. His ono weakness was fox- 
hunting, upon which he spent threo 
hundred pounds a year, contriving for 
that most moderate sum to keop and 
maintain a kennel of hounds and a 
stablo of hunters. A thrifty man is 
different from a miser, who hoards 
money for the mero sake of looking at 
it, and stints himself of the necessaries 
of life for the sake of that morose 
gratification. He does no good during 
his life, and keeping death out of his 
thoughts he seldom provides for the 
distribution of his money after tho last 
look at it. Depositors in saving banks 
have no sordid love of money, regard- 
ing it as a provision against a time of 
difficulty. On the occurrence of that 
time a thrifty man's trouble is lighten- 
ed by the appearance of his bank-book, 
and whatever amount of money is in- 
dicated therein as the result of his pro- 
vident savings. Tho distress of the 
present time is a lesson to all income- 
earners, whilst it also guides them to 
tho safe investment in Government 
securities as a medium through which 
destitution may in future bo prevent 
ed. 

Strikes, it has been said, are the 
war of trades, and this week, which 
has seen the development of one strike 
and the first murmurs of two more, 
must rank among tho most disastrous 
periods that this country lias known 
for some time. Tho goods guards of 
the Midland Railway have struck 
against a reduction of wages and an 
increase of hours, and there seems a 
likelihood of the strike extending to 
other lines. The Amalgamated En- 
gineers, ono of tho most powerful 
unions, is defending the nine hours 
system, while, the miners of Derbyshire 
and South Yorkshire are resisting a 
proposed reduction of 12^ per cent. 
Only one grain of comfort is to bo de- 
rived from all these strikes. Tho con- 
duct of the men has been absolutely ir- 
reproachable. They havo laid their 
case before the public and expressed 
their intention of fighting it out, but 
there has been no recrimination, no 
threat of violence, no evil, though much 
strong feeling. 

There is an ancient rule, of secular 
origin, doubtless, that it is unlawful to 
eat tripe on a Friday, and there still 
survives an archaic superstition against 
marrying and giving in marriage be- 
tween Ash Wednesday and Easter. At 
the Reformation tho sacred season of 
Lent was expurgated together with 
image-worship and other priestly de- 
vices, but it being represented to Henry 
III. of pious memory that the abolition 
of fasting would injure tho Cornish 
pilchard fishery trade, the forty days of 
abstinence were allowed te remain. 
For some centuries, however, the pil- 
chards have gone to Italy, and the pro- 
fane Briton eats his beef and mutton 
without reference to an absolcte obliga- 
tion. . Nevertheless, over Bince tho re. 
vival of Mediajvalism in England, a 
mighty pother has been made againa 



this most infestiva season, and tho par- 
sous, who for the most pari forget to 
fast, are up in arms at the notion of 
of matrimony on' tho shady side of 
Easter. It appears that so irate are 
these religionists at the marriage of the 
Duke of Connaught coming off in Lent 
that they are about to present a round 
robin to the Queen against this so-called 
desecration. Except on the ground 
that the Queen's son is a pensioner of 
the nation, the signatories could have 
no locus standing. A Duke may eat 
tripe or wed a wife when tho humor 
seizes him as freely as a dustman. The 
royal family, however, is supposed to 
be the appanage of the Established 
Church, and though tho Queen is ex- 
pected on the lines of tho Constitution 
to change her religion as she crosses tho 
Tweed, her children are also expected 
to be devoted Anglicans. Even here, 
unluckily for the Memorialists, their 
logic is at fault, since Dr. Tait, of Can- 
terbury, tho pope of the Establishment, 
has been engaged to perform this very 
ceremony which is designated a des- 
ocration. Perhaps, after all, the Duke 
had better get his marrying done com- 
fortably in Germany, where thero is no 
silly prejudice to forbid the banns.

Fund scheme as a scheme to obtain 
monoy under false pretencos. He an- 
nounces his purposes to visit every 
State and Torritory in the Union and 
try to consolidate the ranks of Irish 
National revolutionary societies to 
work in harmony for the independence 
of Ireland. — Neio York Dispatch.
